Col. L. L. Polk, presi- 
dent of the Farmers’ Alliance, died this 
morning at 11:15. 

Col. Polk was a relative of President 
Polk.

A Daring Daylight Robbery 
in Oakland. 


The Secretary of a Big Corporation 
Held Up on a Train, 

And Compelled by Armed Men to 
Hand Them i: 000. 


Shots Exchanged Between the Vietim and 
the Robbers—‘ne of the Latter 
Probably Wounded—They 
are Still at Large.

San June tt.—[By the 
Associated Press.] John Gilson, secre- 
tary of the Judson Manufacturing Com- 
pany, drew $17,000 in gold and silver 
coin from the Bank of British Colambla 
this morning and took an Oakland ferry- 
boat to cross the Bay and pay off the 
800 employés of the company at its 
factory and rolling mills at Emoryville 
station, between Oakland and Berke- 
ley. 

Leaving the ferry boat he took the 
Berkeley train and when the train 
stopped at the B street station two men 
sprang aboard and hastened to Gilson’s 
seat. There at the point of a revolver 
they compelled Gilson to give up the 
two sacks containing the coin. 

The men then jumped fromthe slowly 
moving train and entered a buggy, 
which it was stbsequently ascertained 
had been hitched at the foot of B 
street fora time during the morning, 
and drove away. 

Gilson fired five shots from the plate 
form of the train and one of the men, 
who had his face blacked, returned the 
shots, but none of them took effect. 

The passengers on the train were 
mostly mérry-makers on their way to 
a picnic, and they were cumfounded at 
the scene rapidly enacted before them. 
Word was hastily sent to Oakland and 
guards were established at the ferry- 
boats and on some of the roads leading 
into the.country, but nothing had been 
seen of the men at a late hour. 

The man who had his face blacked is 
described as wearing blue overails and 
a jumper, while the other wore bifie 
trousers andalinen duster, and the 
theory prevails that the men were dis- 
charged employés familiar with Secre- 
nary Gilgon’s methods. 

No trace of the robbers has been 
found up to a late hotr tonight, though 
the horse and buggy which they used 
were found near the Market street sta- 
tion in Oakland this afternoon. In the 

buggy a n®mber of things for 
which the robbers had no further tse, 
but the gold and silver had disappeared, 
The articles left in. the buggy furnish 
further evidence of the skill with whieh 
the deed was planned and execnted. 
There were two sets of armor intended 
to. protect the desperadoes from the 


shots: of their opponents in a2 
hand-to-hand encounter or within 
pistol range. ‘There were two 


iron breast-plates rudely and recently 
cut out of qtarter-inch| iron, and 
curved toconform to the shape of @ 
man’s body. Each was supplemented 
by a rubber water-bag similar to the 
lower part of a base ball catcher’s pad. 


Strings had been attached to all these~ 


so that each of the robbers must have 
been well protected from bullets fired 
at them when they faced an enemy. 
There was some evidence left in the 
buggy to add a suspicion that one of 
Mr. Gilson’s bullets had taken effect. 
On the sleevé of a blouse which one of 
the men had worn was found a. spot of 
blood, and this leads to the belief that 
he may have been slightly wounded.

One feature of the Republican’ Na- 
tional Convention which has just closed 
its labors at Minneapolis is likely to 
prove a good lesson to the Republican 
party and the people generally, Un- 
“fortunately, this lesson, while in itself 
good, is inculcated by a bad example. 
We refer to the tendency which there 
cropped out in a marked degree to 
stock the convention with Federal 
officeholders. Quoting the words of 
our special correspondent at Minneap- 
olis, ‘the 114 officeholders on the floor 
of the cdnvention, most of them from 
States hopelessly Democratic, made a 
sufficient majority to carry Harrison 
through on the first ballot, and thus 
was the die cast. The power of pap 
has for the first time in the days of 
American politics nominated a Presi- 
dent of the United States.” 

The noticeably large 
Federal office-holders on the floor of the 
convention and the fact that they held 
together like a band of brothers for the 
same object—the perpetuation of the 
present administration—was. the occa- 
sion for séveral caustic outbursts in the 
course of the proceedings. « If the 
offense was so flagrant as to call forth 
protests from the convention itself, 
what must we expect from the country 
at large, which is disposed to look upon 
parties and party methods with a criti- 
caleye? Ifthere is any fault to find, 
this is the time to find it. 

If an un-republican, tendency is mani- 
festing itself within the Republican 
party, it is better that the fault should 
be noted and condemned by. friends 
than that it should go exclusively into 
the hands of enemies, to be used as a 
potent weapon against us. For this 
reason we propose to speak frankly on 
the subject, even at the risk of shocking 
some of those extremely subservient Re- 
publicans who would like to cover up 
everything of an unfavorable character 
‘for the good of the party.’?

To those whose knowledge of en 
vegetables is conf ined to lettuce. and cel- 
ery, IT wouldsay that the range is much 
more varied. T here are endive, chic- 
ory, sorrel, dandelion léaf, mustard 
leaf, garden ‘ind water cresses, and 
there are tom’.,toes and‘cucumbers for 
slicing, anda flavor may be added to 
any orall by the use of the small and 
fine herbs tl at are ‘in seas7™. such 
chervil m.nt, tarragon, pimpernel, 
Or all these season- 
ing herbs ':,ay be combined and eaten 
as asalad py themselves. 

HOW T\) PREPARE A HEAD OF LETTUCE. 

To ser'yea fine hcad ef lettuce with 
its tenfier, shell-like. leaves dripping 
with w ater is a barbarism often perpe- 
trated. In defaali of a spherical basket 
made of wire, in which you may placé 
the le :saves, and by swinging the basket 
shak e the water out, put them, after a 
care ful washing and picking, intoa 
cle; in, coarse towel; gather up the ends 
loc sely but securely and swing gently: 
i t them as dry as possible, even if you 

‘ave to absorb the moisture of each 

$ zparately with a soft cloth. 

It is easy to ‘‘crisp"’ lettuce if one but 
knows how, and the difference is great 
in appearance and taste. Hold the head 
of lettuce by the root and dip it intoa 
deep pan nearly fuil of very cold water; 
dip several times, then shake well and 
dry as directed; pick off the large outer 
leaves, discarding all not perfect and 
leaving the heart intact; fold ina soft, 
light towel very loosely and set in the 
ice-box until needed. Stale and wilted 
lettuce should no more be eaten than 
cold soup. 

To dress a lettuce salad, certain in- 
®rédients and certain conditions are 
absolutely-essential to have it good. 
First arrange the leaves carelessly in a 
salad bowl, large enough to admit of 
turning them over and about; on top 
lay a handful of seasoning herbs. In 
purchasing a salad fork and spoon, I 
trust you. have not permitted yourself 
“to be beguiled by artistic inventions in 
silver, but that you have invested imthe 
simplest procurable wood, without 
carving. 

For dressing, the ordinary vinegar of 
commerce cannot be depended on; it is 
usually too strong. The very best acid 
to take its place is the juice of lemons. 
White wine vinegar comes next. But 
lemon juice is the most simple and deli- 
cate acid nature provides to dress her 
green leafage in salad. 

Do not purchase ready-ground pepper 
atthe grocers. Grind your own pep- 
per-corns—the white tellicherry is best 
—in a plain little wooden mill that you 
turn by hand, and that costs a few 
dimes; grind only a sma!l quantity at a 
time. Troublesome, you think? My 
friend, unless you are willing to take 
some trouble don’t attempt 4a salad. 
Put inasaucer a salt8fpoon of salt, a 
sprinkle of the white fragrant pepper, 
and enough lemon juice to dissolve the 
salt, and mix with the pepper. Having 
cut the herbs into bits and scattered 
them over the lettuce, sprinkle with the 
mixture and toss the salad well, until 
the seasoned lemon and the shredded 
herbs are thoroughly distributed. Then 
add as much olive oil as you like and 
lightly toss the leaves again until the 
oil is distributed equally. 

A dressing thz.t can be prepared be- 
forehand and poured over the lettuca 
immediately uyon serving is made as 
foilows: 2 

Mash the yolk of a well-boiled eg g— 
by well-boiled I mean one that has been 
boiled ten *o fifteen minutes, thrown 
into cold water and shelled after thor- 
oughly cooling—with half a teaspoonful 
of made «nustard, a pinch of salt, a few 
tablespoonfuls of olive oil, and lemon 
juice to make it sufficiently acid. Cut 
the white into bits and sprinkle over 
the lettuce, and pour the dressing over, 
mixing very lightly. It is quite impos- 
sible to give definite quantities exactly;

AFTER THE STORM. 


The Supnburst—"When the Clouds Roll 
By''—Some Thinge Seen. 
IN THe Den, June 11, 1890. 

The sun came up as usual this morn- 
ing, and somehow it seemed to drive 
away the gloom cf yesterday. The 
people whom I met on the streets wore 
more cheerfu! expressions, and several! 
had so far recovered as to wear Harri- 
son badges. , Quite a number of the 
“most active party workers were found 
who expressed the keenest regrets that 
the California deiegation was not solid 
against Hotrison, believing that if they 
had been the result would have 
been different. I] think they are wrong. 
lf Spence, Johnson and. ali the rest of 
the delegation had opposed Mr Harri- 
son, it would not have changed the re- 
sult. ‘The Harrisen managerg had the 
srame for a week before the convention 
assembled, and held their delegates so 
securely that nothing conld - have 


statapeded them. Indeed it it could 
haye been at all, the recignation otf 


Biaine would have brought that con 
dition. Messrs. Spence and Johnson, 
by voting against what they no dconbt 
saw Was ihe inevitable, would have put 
southern California bevond the pale of 
recognition, and they, as individuals 
wonld have been without inflnence now 


or hereafter, with Mr. Harrison. <As 
the case now stands, they did not 
waste thels strength fighting a force 


far greater than they were, but madé 
themselves and their constituents an 
important part of that force. If Har 
rison shall be elected they can, and will 
be very influential with him, unless he 
is ungrateful andturns his back upon 
them, Af any rate, they will be potent 
with the President until the election-— 
a condition which would not have ex- 
isted had they voted for Blaine orany 
one else. During the early part of the 
convention one of Mr. Spénce's most in- 
timate friends sent him the following 
telegram: ‘If yon are heading for the 
United States Senate you have made a 
start in that direction.’ The 
writer of the dispatch then thought Mr. 
Spence had injured himself politically 
by his course--today he told me that if 
Harrison should be elected he believed 
Spence yould be in the Cabinet, in 


‘which case California would be better 


taken care of thanitis with its four 


' Senators--Stanford, Felton, Jones and 


Stewart. 

‘It is mv deliberate. judgment that | 
Spence and Johnson did the very best 
thing possible for Southern California,” 
said a shrewd observer, who favored 
MecWinley. ‘They have brought this 
end of the State distinctively to the 
froni, and while the whole State will 
receive the benetit, this end will now be 
known. And this is not all They 
helped make Mr. de Young National 
Committeeman---thus tying his . hands 
in the campaign whiie they allowed 
him to kick himself out of the Senato- 
rial race in the convention. The result 
insuresa Senator from Southern Cali- 
fornia if the Republicans carry the 
State. as I believe they will.”’ 

‘But both of them cannot be Sena- 
tors,’’ I said. 

“No, but I don't think Spence wancs 
tove. It he does not go into the Cabi- 
net 1 believe he would prefer a foreign 
mission, and of.course he could get it. 
But |] know that he wonld be an excel- 
lent man for the Interior Department— 
the Cabinet office which should be given 
to this Coast.” 

Another disappoin’e@ man said to 
me: ‘‘tns Times sounded the keynote 
this morning for all Republi-ans—the 
principles of the party. We must bat- 
tle for them, for in their success is the 
greatest good to the whole people. 
The loaves and fishes which the Presi- 
dent has to peddle out cata very lite 
figure in a battle of this kind. Mr. 
Harrison is not a great ora priltiant 
man, but he has common sense, and 
that. will keép™him within the party 
lines.”’ 

Look at the result as we may, we are 
forced to the conclusion thatthe two 
delegates from Southern California will 
be the most courted of any two men in 
this end of. the State during the cam- 
paign, and aftcr if-Harrison is 
elected. If they make wise use of the 
influence which circamstances’ have

As Described by Ex-Postmaster- 
‘General T. L. James.

Preposition to Reduce Ocean Postage— 
A One-cent Stamp for a Sealed 
Letter—Postal Savings

No branch of the Government service 
has improved so surely and steadily as 
the Postoffice Department. 

Charles Lamb, in the beginning of 
this centuty, while corresponding with 
a friend of his who had been sent to the 
Orient, looked upon writing letters to 
him at such a great distance as a huge 
joke. He informed the absent one that 
acertain friend was dead, another di- 
vorced, a thirdin jail and a fourth bank- 
rupt. These were simply untruths, but 
Lamb in defending his position gravely 
argued that they might be true by the 
time the letter reached: his friend the 
feliowing year. 

At the present time the most distant 


point on the civilized globe can be | 


reached by mail in. three months’ time. 
Within the last ten years the average 


time of postal service between New 


York and London has been reduced more 
than twenty-four hour; several ships 
now run between New York and the 
British Isles in six days; the mails are 


now carried to Venezuela by regular | 


steamers instead of by sailing vessels; 
the mails from Sydney, New South 
Wales, which formerly reached New 
York via London in forty-two days, now 
get there in twenty-nine days; the time 
between Rio Janeiro and New York has 
been reduced from thirty to twenty-two 
days. The mail from Yokohama via 


Vancouver and the Canadian Pacific

Railway reaches Boston in fifteen anda 


half days. lWetters reach the most re- 


-mote points in Africa and Asia all the 


wav from thirty to forty-five days. 

The seaport offices recently intro- 
duced into the foreign mail service have 
been very successful; the incoming mail 
is now expedited from two hours toa 
week. 

The advantages of this new system 
are illustrated by the following exam- 
ple: Ona Thursday morning at 7:30 a 
European mail reached the New York 
postofiice. On the way across the ocean 
it had been theroughly assorted, so that 
the city carriers at once took their por- 
tion of it fordeliveryat8:45 a.m. The 
portion bound for Chicago and other 
Western points left the Grand Central 
station at 9 a.m., and was ready for de- 
livery in that city before noon on Fri- 
day. Business men could answer their 
letters in time to reach the European 
steamer which sailed for Europe at 
8:30 on Saturday afternoon. Before 
the introduction of the sea _ postoftices 
the mail would not have left for Chicago 


. antil-Thursday night, and replies could 


not have been sent bj 


‘steamer until the 
following Tuesday. : 


The proposition to establish postal 
savings banks is not new: Postmaster- 
General Creswellin 1871 recommended 
their establishment, on the ground that 
immense wealth would, by their means, 
be gathered, and being cared for by the 
Government, would have the effect of 
upholding confidence in the country in 
times of threatened financial disaster. 
{n 1880 Postmaster-General Maynard 
expressed the opinion that the system 
would be even more advantageous to 
the United States than it has proved to 
nave been in foreign countries. 

In 1882 Postmaster-General Howe 
favored the scheme, remarking that the 
postoffice ‘‘need not be a substitute for 
the savings bank, nor its rival, but its 
feeder—a_ place where. small deposits, 
with slow accretions, may securely 

row into large ones, then to be trans. 

erred to savings banks.on larger terms 
and with larger earnings.” 


The postal savings bank system is iF 


successful in several countries.~ 
Che proportion of depositors to thepop- 

alation in England and Wales is one to 
seven; in Ireland and Scotland, one 
twenty-five. In Austria the depositors 
are children, students, tradesmen, me- 
chanics and servants. ‘The system 
works well in’ Belgium, the Nether- 
tands and France. in Russia, 
the postal savings banks were intro- 
juced in 1889, they work in conjunc- 
tion with the regular savings banks un- 
certain governmental regulations.

The plan is perfectly . practicable. 
Mr. Jolin C. Hendrix, late postmaster of 
Brooklyn, and one of the most efficient 
officers the postoffice department ever 
had, has said that this plan could be in- 
troduced on Long Island where many of 
the small postoffices are near one an- 
other, and that it would result in a 
great saving of monéy to the Govern- 
ment. 

In this connection mention should be 
made of Mr. Wanamaker’s scheme for 
the free delivery of letters in country 
neighborhoods. I indorse all that he 
says in favor of it. He very properly 
observes that it will change the whole 
home life of the farmer. Receiving, 
not onlv his letters, but his newspapers 
and magizines at his own door, he will 
no longer feel his isolation and will 
keep in touch with the life and enter- 
prise of the great city; the postman 
will seem to him like a friend bringing 
a newspaper from a crowded mart to 
the secluded home among the hills. 

Mr. Wanamaker deserves great praise 
for having suggested this re’ rm, which 
he informs us, has been successfully 
tried fm nearly fifty communities.

Assistant Postmaster Gaylor says that 
the number of letters sent abroad from 
New York and received in this city 
from foreign countries has more than 
doubled since 1880. Inthat year the 
number sent was 12,189,321; the num- 
ber received was 12,128,220. In 
1890 the numbers were, respectively, 
27,576,945 and 23,047,094. This 
does not include the newspapers, books 
and small packages of merchandise sent 
by mail. . 

According to a calculation recently 
made by a painstaking statistician the 
average number of letters each year 
written per head of the popuiation is: 
England and Wales, 40; Scotland, 30; 
Ireland, 16; United States, 21; France, 
15; Germany, 12, and Italy 7. 


It will be many years before we can 
expect a penny postal rate for the 
whole country. Before that’ change 
can be brought about the country will 
have to be more thickly settled, more 
railroads must be built and the expense 
of the Government in various directions 
in the postal service will have to be re- 
duced. At the present 2-cent rate our 
charge is lower for the same service 
than it is in foreign countries. 

We charge but 2 cents to carry a let- 
ter from New York to Oregon, but while 
the English postal rate is the same 
there are no such distances between 
any points in Great Britain as there are 
in the United States. 

It has been argued, however, that a 
penny route could be successfully intro- 
duced in the large cities. It is asked if 
the Goverument can carry a postal card 
from New York to California for 1 cent 
why could it not carry a sealed letterin 
a city for the same price? It must be 
remembered that the profit accruing to 
the postal department from letter post- 
age. which at the present time is in the 
neighborhood of $80,000,000, is lost 
when dealing with lower-class matter. 
That is the reason there has so often 
been a deficit in the department. 

Another point that has .been men- 
tioned in favor of 1 cent postage in the 
large cities is the fact that private 
companies are now engaged in deliver- 
ing sealed letters and circulars and 
charge only 75 cents or $1 a hundred 
for the service, while the Government 
charges $2. The proprietor of one of 
these agencies frankly said that if the 
postage on city letters was 1educed the 
bulk of this kind of business would be 
done through the mails instead of 
through, these private agencies. An- 
other authority states that if such a 


change should be made the receipts of 


the department would, in two years, 
double the present receipts. 

The reformation of the postoffices 
has always been a matter of slow 
growth. Benjamin - Franklin, when 
Postmaster-General, was so enterpris- 
ing in his management of this depart- 
ment that a British commissioner, ap- 
pointed by the home government to 
look into his doings, declared that he 
was ‘‘too fuli of American ideas.’’ 
Rowland Hill, in his reformatory ef- 
forts, was.opposed by some of the lead- 
ing minds of the day, including the bril- 
liant and witty Sidney Smith. And be- 
fore his day an enterprising citizen in 
the time of Charles II, who suggested 
that he would deliver letters and par: 
cels to the residents of London at a cer- 
tain hour -every day, was actually 
looked upon as an enemy of the govern- 
ment. ‘ ‘Tuomas JAMES.

day, was seen agaig this morning by a San 
Diegan representative. Woodward was at 
work putting in th@last stitches in the can- 
vas with which Be “has surrounded the 
scaffolding. ‘This is done,’ said he, ‘in 
order that the wi . will not toss the bal- 
loon about when I begin toinfiate it. The 
balloon is a fine new one, and the silk, al- 
though strong, must be looked after care- 
fully.’ 

The box containing the balloon was lying 
on the sidewalk, haying just been brought 
up from. the depot. ‘The box is not large, 
being about four fect in height and some 
three and a half feet in width. It is ad- 
dressed to ‘“Robeftt J. Woodward, San 
Diego, Cal’,:’ and jyst below the address. is 
written, “From th@ balloon farm of Carl 
E. Meyers, Frankfa@rt, N. 

In the rear of Magwood's second-hand 
store are two greatwings, or oars, as Wood- 
ward calls them, with which. he is going to 
steer the balloon. They are made of bam- 
boo and are covered with canvas. Both 
oars are exactiy alike and each one contains 
about thirty- eight or forty square feet of 
canvas.

And these imitations aré so strikingly 
natural that the most cynical spectator 
srows restless and involuntarily turns 
his head, imagining fora moment that 
he is at chatean rouge on thé boulevard 
de Lavilette or Fauborg des Temple. 

And this remarkable ‘gift of depicting 
human misery insures her an income of 
250,000 francsa year. The concert 
Rarisienns alone pays’ 500 francs am 
evening forone hourfrom 10 toll, 
The rest she makes in private entertaine 
ments from 11to 1, for which she ree 
ceives 2500 francs.

Isn’t.all this. marvelously strange? 
True enough, fin de siecle, the appendix 
But 
what is fin de siecle? And what is finde 
siecle in her? 

The eccentric dress, her splendid 
face, the peculiarity of her talents, the 
boldness of her manners? Hardly. 
Parisians are not so easily conquered, 


their life of pleasure is acquainted with | 


No, there must 
be a deeper meaning to it. 

Most likely it is the nature of her

OUR FRUIT IN THE EAST. 


An Eastern Expert Tells Some Interest. 
ing Facts. 

Following is an extract, as reported 
in the Rural New Yorker, from a re- 
cent interview with Mr. Doyle, who is 
considered the best posted manin West- 
ern New York regarding dried fruits: 

‘Is there anything new about the 
evaporation of apples?”’ 

“Practically nothing except the busi- 
ness has been largely affected by the 
aggressive competition of the Califor- 
via producers, not of apples, but of 
other fruits that have come to take 
their place.’’ 

“The future of evaporated fruits, 
then, is largely dependent on California 
competition?”’ 

“Yes. so faras the futuredemand and 
trade are.concerned.”’ 

“How about the 
neaches?”’ 

‘‘Peaches are evaporated principally 
in Delaware and Maryland, but in less 
quantities than heretofore for the rea- 
son that California is able to produce 
as good a quality at a much less price. 
The peaches grown there now are usu- 
ally sold in the fresh state, largely for 
canning purposes,.and the business of 
evaporating has considerably de- 
creased.*’ 

‘Do you think that Eastern fruit- 
srowers can compete with California?” 

“They cannot compete fruits indig- 
enous to that State, such as the apri- 
cot, peach, nectarine and prunes. Cal- 
ifornia occupies an extremely favored 
position in these varieties, and un- 
doubtedly the Eastern fruit-growers 
will be affected by the efforts of the 
California producers to market* their 
products at decreased prices, and this 
will materially affect the growth and 
lower the value of such fruits as the 
apple. raspberry and peach, which 
form the chief fruits evaporated...and 
dried in the East.”’

BLOSSOMING AS THE ROSE. 
Civilization in the Great American Des- 


ert. 

[William F. G. Shanks, in June Lippincott’s.} 

While the Sahara remains today as.it 
was beyond the records of time, the 
American Desert is populous with an 
enterprising race; it is dotted with 
cities of marvelously rapid growth; it 
is grid-ironed with railways; its dry 
and arid surface has been watered into 
arichly productive soil, until we see 
herea garden-spot of the continent, 
rather than its Sahara. Not only have 
the savage tribes been conquered and 
exterminated, but nature herself has 
been subdued and overcome. Hersmall 
supply of timber has been rem- 
edied by the tearing of coal from her 
bosom. The water she denied to the 
plain she has been compelled to sur- 
render from her mountains tor equit- 
able distribution by man’s artificial 
means to the plains below. The ener- 
getic American settler on the Great 
Desert Was not content, like the lazy 
and dreamy Egyptian, to watcha nilo- 
meterathousand years old to know 


but, draining them at their sources in 
the mountains, he stores their floods 
-and doles their waters out through in- 
numerable sluices and canals 
ditches as the broad fields demand life- 
giving irrigation. And he goes on thus, 
year after year, building more drains 
and reclaiming more acres of his des- 
ert. The once guarded and fortified 
camping-spots of a generation ago he 
has turned into free cities which fear 
no foe and engage only in friendly ri- 
valry and contention with one another, 

All this has been accomplished within 
a little more than ageneration. In less 
than a generation cities in that region 
have grown to greater population than 
cities in the Eastern States of the 
nation which are 200 years old; and in 
some instances cities of the plains in- 
corporated less than a decade ago have 
a larger population than towns founded 
by the Puritans and by Penna century 
since. It- would be incredible, if the 
official figures did not establish the fact, 
that Denver, Colo., for instance, incor- 
porated in 1861. has a sp popula- 
tion than Albany, N. ‘Y., founded in 
1686, and nearly twice that of Trenton, 
N. J., incorporated in 1792, though 
founded forty years before. The town 
of Beatrice; Neb., is- now just 
eleven years old; its population is 
18,886; while Dover, H., was 
settled in 1623 and has now a popnila- 
tion of only 12.790: As a still more 
extraordinary development, one may 
cite the city of Wichita, Kan., rlghtin 
the heart of the desert plains, which in- 
corported as recently as 1886, six years 
ago, hasa population of 23,853, an 
actual valuation of 8$27.170,067 of 
property, a costly watersvstem, twenty 
miles of electric street railways, nine- 
teen banking institutions, is the con- 
verging point of no less than five steam 
railways and is lighted by electricity. 
Colorado itself, inthe heart of this 
great American desert, was admitted as 
a Territory only in 1861,as a State as 
late a 1876, and last* vear its property 
valuation was assessed for State tax 
purposes at -$220,544,064. Such ex- 
traordinary illustrations of rapid devel- 
opment of a country are unparalleled in 
history, even inthat of our own East- 
ern States and cities. : 
The extraordinary development of 
this peculiar and interesting region is 
not yet written history. Indeed, the 
region is not old enough to be thought 
entitled to the dignity of historical 
record. The time to write it has not 
ripened; the material has not been col- 
lected; in fact. itis only beginning to 
be manufactured. I can only write 
solely in the hope that I may incite 
others to steps to preserve the facts of 
this development. I can only hope in 
this article to point out this rapid 
growth of a section of our country, 
partly asa stimulus to those who are 
making its prosperity, partly to excite 
thought. as. to the possibilities of the 
early future, to stimulate renewed

TWELVE MILES AN HOUR DOWN 
A MOUNTAIN RIVER. 


A ‘Hydraulic Hurdle Bace in Canvas 
% Bottom Boat—A Day of Dangers 
Lovg te he Remembered Being a 
Continual Run of Rough Rapids. X

ATNA INDIAN VILLAGE oF ‘TAVAL, 
it we 
came to the conclusion to build a light 
canvas boat from the coverings of our 
packs and descend the river. At this 
‘point th® current was very rapid and 
turbulent, waves running a foot or two 
in height, but there was a noticeable 
improvement over the violent torrent 
seen near the giacier and if this ratio 
continued, as we hoped, another four 
or five miles cught to let us out of 
dangerous water. We had fish-lines 
for thread to sew with, a camp ax, be- 
sides such hunting knives and pocket 
utensils as fleld parties usually have. 
The framework was of wood, the keel 
of spruce and the ribs of alder. The’ 
boat was fourteen feet long and nearly 
tive feet in beam, a good form for the 
choppy waves of the rapids. A bit of 


lard, religiously saved for such a con- 


tingency, was mixed with spruce gum: 

collected from the trees to waterproof 

the boat’s bottom.

and Dr. Hayes built the framework 
while I gathered gum. My diary for 
that day closes with ‘‘We are nearly 
down to rosebuds and raw flour but our 
new boat will now swamp or save us 
in a short time.’? Next night the boat 
was done, except a little more gum 
coating, and that was finished early the 
mornimg of the 10th; and we stood 
ready for our trip. We practically 
stripped to our underclothing to meet 
any accident. At 11 we were all 
ready to try our tissue paper transpor- 
tation, every one jumped in and the 
boat leaped forward ata gait of from 
ten to twelve miles an hour, the islands 
fairly whirling by us. It was ‘danger- 
eus to stop, 50 we dashed through 
breakers that were better than barber's: 
elixir for raising hair. Russell, arising 
in the stern to see what harborin 
Hades we were heading for, ieee 
spinning by an unusual lurch and i 

was active work to get back to our 
normal status. Both Russel] and the 
Doetor were pitched out in stop- 
ping the boa to inspeet an ominous 
outlook ahead and alone in the world. 

I started out at a speed that promised 
toland me in San Francisco that even- 
ing if nothing interfered. - I considered 
myself lucky whenI made a gravel bar 
not far below, and awaited the two 
who had to lock arms to cross the swift 
channels between us. The channels 
outside of either party were roaring 
torrents that Leander could not have 
crossed. It was ge noon when we 
ripped the first hole, lurched sidewise, 
dumped Rursell overboard, and came 
ne r rolling over and over down the 
steep chute as a wrecked expedition. 
An hvur was ‘used in repairing dam- 
ages. Weiade twenty miles by lunch 
time, in about two hours, having been 
ia and out the boat a dozen times toin- 
svect threatening outlooks, er when 
thrown out by the plunging eraft it- 
self. How the balloon-like boat stood 


‘the banging was the greatest mystery 


of all. The outlook now was very 
black, the great river of a mile in 
width at places was, ahead, narrowing 
into a colossal canyon and its roar 
sounded dubiously like a cataract. 
Russell spent nearly two hours ahead 
on the north wall inspecting it but he 
could find no fall, though the rapids in 
laces were almost equivalent. While 
2 was gone signal smokes were made 
to attract any Indians idiots enough to 
find this country congenial. It was a 
hydraulic hurdie race for five miles and 
we could hardly tel! half the time 
whether we were under the water, on 
‘top of it, or flying through the spray. 
The wide boat made it impossible for 
me to paddle in the center without add- 
ing danger to the already great peril 
and the work fell to the others. No 
better relief, however, could have been 
devised in such exciting places than 
equally exciting labor. it looked so 
very bad at 4:30 another inspection 
was made. The canyon was so black, 
narrow, and turned sosharply it seemed 
us if the whole foaming mass plunged 
into an abyss out of sight. We were 
not yet clear of glacial country and it 
was not improbable we might disap- 
pear in a tunnel of ice if one was met. 
JustS, wetore the side out and came 
near sinking before a bar could 
be made; we got away at 
7 in exceedingly heavy 
and at 7:20, seeing the canyon ahead 
apparently obliterated in the black 
shadows, Wwe stopped on a bar and 
camped, with thirty-six miles in our 
favor. My. diary closes: “A day of 
dangers long to be remembered, being 
ids, with 
waves often four and five feet bigh* 
and tossing in all directions.” We now 
had but one day's full ration of fiour, 
after which we could he!p ourselves to 
the salt. It was 10:25 before we got 
started next morning, the time being 
taken up in inspecting ‘ue canyon. | 
Russell said there were at least five 


te six milos of heavier rapids than any 
met so far, and remarked, “There was 
net one chance in a hundred for any 
sortof a boat to get Sarenen safely. 

The roaring rapid just ahead, probably 
equal to the wif ipool rapids below 
Niagara, was but one of a score or 
more in the course.

The boat's bow. was, therefore, al- 
ways pointing toward the canyon wall 
which terminated in the point we 
were trying to make. But in going 
through the high waves this perpen- 
dicular position to the current was 
peri'ous, as the curling breakers could 
easily have upset a much better made 
craft, so here we swung around. At 
11:20 we came toa clean, sheer fall of 
five to six feet on the outward, sweep- ’ 
ing curve that faded toa rapid at the 
salient point of the wall opposite.

It 
was lucky, indeed; we could not thus 
have viewed them. It was a grateful 
sight next day to see low wooded 
points projecting into the river, instead 
of frowning canyon walls. At 9 we 
came to the confluence of the 
Chittyna and Copper rivers and 
at 10 sighted the Atna Indian 
village of '!'aral, and to our satisfaction 
found that it was well peopled.

New Land-cleaning Machine, 

A novel way of promoting the fertil- 
ization of land by the utilization of its 
weed growth is adopted in a new land- 
cleaning machine.

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CHRISTOPHER COLUMBUS, ° 


Last week we told the story of Colum- 
bus in part, turning just the first 
pages of. that marvelous life that 
was so full of persistent courage and 
determination. He had married a 
Portuguese lady when we left him and 
and bad made his home beneath the 
blue skies of that fair land, but never 
nad he faltered in his purpose to sail 
way to the lands which he felt sure 
lay somewhere across the wide seas. 

But he bad not money enough of his 
>wn to buy ships and fit them out for 
such anexpedition. We think nothing 
Boece. 3 of a voyage to England, to Spain 
- or Portugal, or around the world, but in 
“these days noone knew how far away 
the undiscovered land might be nor how 
tong it might take to sail in their rude 
thips across the. trackless ocean. 

Columbus, however, said if there are 
pther countries beyond these seas I will 
find them, but Imust get somebody to 

‘urnish-me with ships and money, and 
{ must find sailors te go with me. 
Meanwhile he -studied all 
yeographers had written, and hunted 
ip all the traditions and theories 
of mariners, and tried to _ inter- 
*st those whom he thought might, in 
iny way, aid him in his purpose. He 
lid just as we do inthe present when 
we wish to enlist public interest in any’ 
treat undertaking, he talked about his. 
plans and got other people to talk also, 
iillat last a feeling of curiosity and of 
interest was awakened, and all the air 
was full of rumors of the unknown 
wonders lying to the westward. One 
Portuguese pilot, Martin Vincente, had 
nade a voyage 400 leagues to the west- 
‘ward of Cape St. Vincent, and there in 
‘hose, then,:strange waters, after a 
iterm of many days, he had found ‘‘a 
piece of strange wood, wrought, but not 
vith iron.” ‘Then Pedro Correa, an- 
ther sailor, hdd found adrift another 
»f these silent’ tokens of an unknown 
agpd—‘great canes capable of holding 
‘our quarts-of wine between joint and 
loint, and had heard of two men being 
vashed up at Flores, very broadfaced 
ind differing in aspect from Christi4ns.”’ 
All these rumors Columbus heard, and 
hey made him ponder more deeply the 
ossibilities that, might result from his 
indertaking, and he grew more and 
nore determined to sail away to the 
vestward if he could raise the money to 
it out an expedition for this purpose. 
And now his first thought was of his 
wn country. the sunny Italy which he 
oyed and which he wished to have 
hare with him the honor of. his dis- 
‘overles. So he went back te his” 
lative land and to Genoa, his native 
lity, and laid his plans before the sen- 
ite of that city and besought them to 
tid him in his purpose. How his great, 
wave heart must have been wounded 
vhen they refused to listen to his re- 
{uest, and sent him away asiif he were 
1 worthless adventurer. But though 
te was grieved he was not discouraged, 
ind he returned to Portugal, and he 
loldly presented himself before the 
ting, John IL, 

. The King gave him a ready hearing 
ind listened with attention to all that 
volumbus had to say. But he was a 
ad and unscrupulous man and he 
hought that he would like to have all 
he honor of whatever discoveries 
night be made given to his own people. 
io the King listened to some of his 
rafty advisers and fitted out a ship and 
iad it sail secretly without letting Co- 
umbus know anything of his purpose. 
sut the sailors by which it was manned 
iad none of the spirit’ of Columbus. 
‘hey were timid and ignorant, with 
lone of the lofty and determi- 
ation which Golumbus displayed, and 
fter a short voyage of not many days 
hey refused to go farther and returned 
rith the ship to “their native land. 

When Columbus heard of the dishon- 
rable conduct of King John he was 
ery angry and determined to seek 
Is¢where for the assistance that he 
eeded. He therefore left Portugal 
ecretly and went to Spain. Here he 
abored as before to interest those high 
aplace and power, and there were 
aany who listened to him, but not all 
ccepted his theories, many regarding 
hem as visionary, the wild fancies of 
nenthusiast. They could not believe 
hat there was anew world yet undis- 
overed, or a,continent of people of 
thom they knew nothing. But I think 
hat Columbus must have been an elo- 
went man, for he seemed to have had 
© difficulty in gaining the attention of 
he great and learned. Kingsand prel- 
tes gave him audience wherever he 
rent, and they were impressed by his 
arnestness and the firmness of his be- 
‘ef, and he .slowly made headway 
 gainst the ignorance and the prejudice 
which prevailed, although it was eight 
ears after he left Portugal before he 
.fas able to set out on his wonderful 
oyage of discovery. How few men 
«. here are who. would have worked so 
__ mavely as Columbus did with the 
~~ vhole world against them. But God 
aisesup just such men when he has 
reat purposes to accomplish, men of 
ourage and of unyielding spirit and 
ireless energy, whom He uses to carry 
ut His great purposes. God never 
ets anv of His plans fail for want of 
nstruments to do His will. 

Next week we will watch Columbus 
s he séts out. on, his great voyage, 
irave of heart, with his face turned to 
he westward—toward this new land in 
vhich we live, which God’ intended for 
he home of free men.

King David had nearly ended, and in 
the presence of a large and solemn as- 
sembly of his people he was declaritg 


and the promise that he had received; 
that after him his son Solomon should 
rule over Israel, and in the presence of 
that vast multitude of people he ad- 
dressed himself at length to Solomon, 
charging him to serve God with a per- 
‘fect heart,and adding, “If thou seek 
Him He will be found of thee.”’ 

And these words come home to evéry 
one ef us as truely today as they Hd to 
thou 
seek Him He will be found of thee.’* 
How suggestive these words are of 
human needs and human wanderings, 
for if we had not gone away from God 
we should not need to seek Him in or- 
der to find Him, for His abiding place 
would be in our. hearts. But we are 
wanderers from Him, and we have 
something todo that we may find Him. 
And how do thesé words illustrate 
God’s willingness to be found by those 
who desire Him? As has been said, 
“this text has a finger—ihouw,’’ pointing 
directly at him who reads it. “If thou 
seek Him,’ thou. 
Have you ever considered the awful 
loneliness of the soul that is without 
God, or the helplessness ‘and the pov- 
erty of that soul? It has no. hope be- 
yond the grave.- It has no burden- 
bearer fort its sorrows. It-has nothing 
to comfort it in the thought of that last 
conflict with déath. It has never taken 
home to itself the blessedness of the 
assurance, “it. shall be weil with thee, 
for to live is Christ, to-die is gain.’ It 
catches never a visioh of the glory and. 
the beauty of that ‘‘Neavenly inherit- | 
ance which is incorruptible, undefiled | 
and that fadeth notaway.’’ It does mot 
drink in with delight the promise of the 
Master, *‘Where lam, there shall ye be 
‘also,”? ‘And I will make you kings and 
priests unto God.”’ 

Nor does the soul that has not found 
Christ know anything of the joys of 
living even here. The true Christian 
walks with God, and ‘‘God is love,’’ and 
He gives joy and peace and hope with- 
out measure to His followers. He gives 
tribulation, too, sometimes, ‘‘for these 
are they who have come out of great 
tribulation,’ was said of the vast 
throng clothed in white raiment, with 
crowns upon their heads, whom John 
saw ir apocalyptic vision. 

“Great tribulations!’’ It is eut ef 
these that undying faith comes oft- 
times, and we need them te show us our 
weakness and our dependence upon the 
Master.

Sr. Joseru (Mo.,) June 11. -[Copy- 
righted, 1892, by W. T. Foster.] My 
last bulletin gave forecasts of the storm- 
Wave to cross the continent from 12th 
to 16tn and the next will reach the Pa- 
cific Coast aboutthe 17th, cross the 
Western mountains by the close of.the 
18th, tiie great central valleys from 
19th to 21st.:and the Eastern States 
about the 22d. Thisstorm will be quite 
severe west of the Missouri and lower 
Mississippi rivers. The stormsof June 
will cover a smalier territory than 
those preceding, but will not be less in 
“flerceness, 
cal storms from 17th to 22d in mearty 
all the States and Territories. 

The weather will average dry and hot 
south of the 40th parallel. and the mid- 
dle of June will be the turning point of 
temperature for the whole country. 
We may expect the heat to be excessive 
for two or three months after the mid- 
dle of June. 


As a reminder I quote from my letter 


of May 9,1891: ‘Beginning with the 
first week in May of this year (1891.) 
dnd ending with the last week in June, 
| 1892, will constitute the greatest 
storm period since 1832-3.”’ 

For the month of May I made 2080 
loca! forecasts. of which 163%, or 
verified. The lowest 
verification was 75 per cent. for Os- 
wego, N. Y. |
